Neighbor's surfacing leads 
nowhere in Scruggs case

A man wanted for questioning 
about the Jan. 12 disappearance of 
CSUS student Khymbr! uggs 
surfaced Monday afte:noon in 
downtown Sacramento 

Geraid Richard Orth, 24. who 
hived in a townhouse adjacent to 
Scruggs. 19. disappeared about 
the same time she did 

Following Scruggs 
disappearance. Orth was traced to 
Stockton where he had worked at 
Odd jobs in construction He then 
appeared in Sacramento on Mon 
day at 14th and J Streets and was 
picked up by authorities 

Orth agreed to the questioning 
with an attorney present The 
questioning lasted several hours 
but with very few results Ac- 
cording to Inspector Ray Root of 
the Sacramento County Sheriff's 
Department There were no 
Statements made about Scruggs at 
all.” 

Orth was then booked into the 
County Jail for an outstanding 
traffic warrant. He paid the $110 
bail himself at 3am. Tuesday and 
then dropped from sight. police 
reported 

Ray Biondi. an inspector in the 
Sheriff's Department homicide 
division, said Tuesday there was 
not enough evidence to hold Orth 
on any charges related to Scruggs 
disappearance 

When last seen, Orth was out 
fitted for the mountains authorities 
said 

After Orth dropped out of sight 
Tuesday, an affidavit released fora 
search warrant which had been 
sealed since Jan. 30, revealed he 
was accused of sexually assaulting 
a woman last summer 

According to the affidavit filed 
in Sacramento Superior Court by 
Biondi, Orth's former girlfriend 
reported to police last July that 
Orth had put a pistol in her mouth 
and held a knife to her throat and 
forced her to perform sex acts 

The woman was then bound 
and gagged but managed to get 
away during the night to a friends 
house, according to the affidavit 





The police did not take a full 
eport because the woman toid 
them she feared for her life and 


would not testify against Orth in 


court, the affidavit said 

Scruggs has been missing for 
two - and haifmonths She was 
discovered missing from hei 


apartment by her roommate Bar- 
bara Warrell at about 11 am. on 
Jan 13, according to police 
reports 


We tear that she has probably 


veen murdered Sheriff's 
Department spokesman Bill Miller 
said “That doesn't 
given up searching.

On this sunny Monday afternoon, St. Patrick's 
Day at the Ice House on Bradshaw and Highway 50, 
eiaht-vear-old urchin Aieisa McGowan takes to the 
ice. This is a special day for Aleisa, for she has just:

* This scenario may very soon become oid history 
as the Ice House itself is facing closure, ‘probably 
around April 6 — we don't know yet,” said manager 
Bob Mingori. “it's roughly the first of April but we 
might go through all the way until May.” 

Mingori returned to the managerial position after 
a brief pause due to personal business. He has been 
working there since December on a full-time basis 
He explained, “the ice House where it stands has 
never been financially successful in its six years of 








Although the big three CSUS sports teams are 
not experiencing the best of times, other athletic

operation. We knew it was going to close; it’s been 
kicked around for about three years, but this is as 
close as we've yet to come toclosure.” Mingori cited 
such factors as a $3,000 monthly utility bill as a 
drawback.to operaticn. “it gets pretty hairy between 
gas. water, sewer, electrical — not to mention taxes 
and insurance.” 

Mingori also cited managerial problems in the 
past, himself included, with difficulties concerning 
the care and maintenance of the ice House, “You 
have got to have a Mom and Pop operation in the ice 
skating business in order to survive. You absolutely 
have to have somebody who's willing to put in at 
least seventy hours a week to make it work. This th- 
ing 1s never without need of some work, and it takes 
those kind of yours to do it’ 

The building was previously rented, but is now 
leased by its operators, Cameilia Sports. inc , a firm 
with interests also in real estate and construction 

Ice House skating professional Meyer 
commented, ‘Its going to close all right, the ques 
tion is ‘when?’ It gets kinda hard here for all the pros 
because they don't really know what's going on. No 
one does. They were supposed to close last summer 
1 don't know what I’m gonna do with my kids Alot of 
the kids are sad to see it closing because its the only 
big ice in Sacramento 

Meyer suspects that if the skaters want com- 
parable facilities they will have to travel to Marysville 
or Stockton for a professional - size rink. The other 
two rinks in the Sacramento area. iceland near the 
Dei Paso area and Birdcage Ice Arena, also owned 
by Camellia Sports. are the alternatives to the 
skaters “iceland is much smailer than the lce House 
and Birdcage is kind of far away for some of the 
skaters who come here on a regular basis.” Meyer 
continued 

Skating Ciub of Sacramento president Roy 
Cousineau commented, “Inasmuch as this is the 
only official - size ice rink in town, it’s sad. We want 
to be able to have a lot of events, like official UFSFA 
(United States Figure Skating Association) 
competitions, Dut with it closing, we'll just have to 
reassess our needs. One thing for sure, the smaller 
rink at Birdcage wiil probably siow down the 
competitors. It seems kind of sad that Sacramento 
cannot support an official - size ice rink 

Mingori nods and interjects, “| think part of the 
probiem is that in a lot of ways the building is too big 
for what we use it for, but too small for professional 
hockey. It's too big in that we have to have 
somebody way over on the other side of the buiiding 
when there is a public sessiori, and its too small 
because there is not enough seating for prefessional 
hockey.” Mingori added that seating ac- 
commodations and asking prices priced the Sac 
ramento - based Rebels pro hockey team out of the 
market. He also noted that the glass surrounding the 
rink was ‘pretty dangerous when hit. The puck 
DSounces off and you never know where its going to 
go. The Rebels are now a road team playing all of 
their games away 


Skating school director Rick Turley commented 


One part of the problem here in Sacramento is that 
the people are just not into ice skating as a whole |

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Producer brings rereleased 


anti-war film to Sacramento

in 1971 “Johnny Got His Gun,’ 
a film based on Dalton Trumbo's 
anti-war novel, opened in theaters 
across the nation. Despite good 
reviews and three top awards from 
the Cannes Film Festival, the film 
ciosed shortly after its release and 
vanished from sight 

That is not the end of this story 
Rather it is only a part of the 12- 
year-long odyssey of this movie 
and its producer Bruce Campbell 

The story really begins in 1968 
when Campbell first met and 
became friends with Dalton Trum- 
bo. They began work on bringing 
Johnny Got His Gun to the screen 
Trumbo wrote the screenplay and 
was the director of the picture 

Campbell, who describes 
himself as “a chiid of show 
business found backers and 
raised the necessary funds Also 
during this period he met Trum- 
bo’s daughter and married her 

The cast and entire crew 
worked for minimum wages. or the 
promise of them, and filmed the 
project. Donaid Sutherland, who 
appears as Christ in the film 
worked without salary because he 
believed in what the picture had to 
say 

After completing Johnny 
Campbell and some of the com 
Party took it to Cannes, got the film 
shown despite a lack of funds. and 
walked off with three awards from 
this most prestigious of film fes 
tivals 

All their efforts were in vain 
Although many critics praised it 
American audiences in 1971 were 
not prepared to see an anti-war 
filrn 

After “Johnny Got His Gun 
folded Campbell was deeply in 
debt. His marriage also failed dur- 
ing this period. He picked up the 
pieces and kept going 

Then, two years ago, he read an 
adicie that said the company 
which owned the rights to "Johnny 

ot His Gun” was foiding and auc- 
tioning off all its properties 
Campbel) bought 90 prints of his 
film for $2,500.00 

Once again in possession of his 
prodigal child, Campbell decided 
to have a go at re-releasing the pic 
ture. By mortgaging his house 
Campbeli purchased a 51 foot 
tractortrailer rig in which he hopes 
to travel the nation, carrying his 
film and a live show called “The 
Man's inhumanity to Man Players 
The plan is to combine a live Stage 
show of comedy, songs and skits 
with the film to heip audiences

Copy bands can be great musically, but once they gain that 
reputation, it becomes increasingly difficult to break that image 
Some players are perfectly happy to stay in that position and siog out 
“My Sharona” and “Cat Scratch Fever” every weekend fora paycheck 
hut others who may have goals beyond that ultimately suffer So to 


break that mold, they leave 


Those that stay face an uphill struggie to get their material 
accepted. The quality of the material varies, but not many audiences 
will sit still long enough to find out if it's good or bad 

A veteran of the local rock wars, Larry Gosch (guitarist for the 
Rutabaga Boogie Bind}. makes a distinction between the material 
and the way it's played before an audience “Most bands that do 
original songs are lousy songwriters,” according to Gosch. He says 
the failure of some original bands is the result of bad songs and 
uninspired playing.

the feal problem is what to do if 
Rancho Seco is shut down.” He 
asked, “Can we really phase out 
nuclear energy?” 

Nuclear power provides energy 
which is premium, expensive and 
about four to five times the price of 
imported oil, Vanderveiden ex- 
plained. He added that between 
1973 and 1978 the increase in 
energy by energy conservation 
was almost three times the energy 
consumption. 

Vandervelden said the impact 
on nuclear development and the 
direction of energy policy is based 
on the presumption of needing 
more energy. Since Three’ Mile 
isiand, he continued, the debate is 
not simply over the future of 
nuclear energy, “the investment 
community is Making that decision 
that nuclear power is not going 


anywhere.” 

Speaking on the “Transition to 
Solar Energy,” SMUD Board 
member Rick Castro said where 
SMUD was a leader in utilities, the 
third largest public utility in the 
United States with the fifth lowest 
rate, today it is a follower 


If SMUD went into an aggres- 
sive energy conserving campaign, 
Castro explained, conservation 
could save as much energy as 
18,000 solar homes use now. He 
added that with the appropriate 
window shading, energy used in 
cooling, energy consumption 
could be reduced 40 percent. 

“Two years ago | also asked 
SMUD to implement an interest 
free program to insulate and ret- 
rofit homes for conservation,” 
Castro said. “Now PG&E is and 
SMUD isn't.”

My eyes are brown, my hair is black and my face is 
green. I'm also quite close to losing my lunch Does 
this move my editor's stone heart? Nope 

My assignment is to track down a Cadaver on the 
CSUS campus. My editor is sending out a coward to 
do a reporter's job. You couldn't find a bigger 
chicken than me 

My friends give me moral support. Sort of 

‘Some cadavers moan, you know,’ one so - called 
friend informs me. He demonstrates with a mournful 
sigh, “It has to do with the lungs expelling the air 
after the person dies 

Another friend says, “| knew someone who 
worked in a hospital in San Francisco One day she 
had to transport aman who had just died down to the 
hospital's morgue. She got into the elevator with the 
body arid then the door jammed shut and wouldn't 
open And that’s when the man's body sat up 

i ve long since lost my lunch. I'm now starting to 
whimper 

One woman says, “| had to take a Class where we 
had to dissect a cadaver We only had one and it was 
alittie old guy. They still look like people. it's just that 
they're dead.” Instead of being a medical assistant 
this woman is now a secretary 

So with a final whine of “Why me?” | start out the 
door looking for cadavers 

The smell of the preserved bodies is over 
powering. It permeatea the classroom and drifted 
out into the naliway wher ever the door was opened 
| made the mistake cof opening that door. The odor 
hit me in the face as | waiked into the biological 
science class, which dissects a Cadaver as part of the 
coursework 

it's the embalming solution, says Dr Leonard 
Banks, who is currently teaching the biological 
science class on human anatomy at CSUS. It con 
sists of phenol, liquid soap, water and glycerine 
Sometimes formaldehyde is used —- it depends. | use 
phenol to wet the cadaver down to keep it moist and 
in good condition,’ he explains 

| figure offhand that it costs $300 for a cadaver | 
think we get them from an embalming school in San 
Francisco, I'm not sure. The bodies are willed to the 
State but | don'treally know much about it. Ali | know 
is that we go to San Francisco and pick up the 
cadavers. But they are bodies that have been 
donated or willed to universities for study 

Banks has taught at CSUS for 15 years and feeis 
his upper division anatomy Class is a valuable lear- 
ming experience for all college students. ‘There's 
nothing they teach in this university that's more im- 
portant than your gwn body,” he emphasizes. “This 
is an upper dividlon anatomy ciass which has 
cadavers for dissecting and learning 

The nursing majors don't take my course They 
take a lower division anatomy course which does not 
inciude dissection. But they do come into my class 
where they look the cadavers over and the more ad- 
vanced students — or | — explain the muscles or the 
digestive system or whatever they're being taught at 
that particular time 

“It's an education of your own seif what am | 
like, how am | built, what makes me up as an in- 
dividual. But I'm. not getting into the thought 
processes of man, only the physical 

To keep a cadaver in good condition, it must be 
sprayed down with the embaiming solution every 
day to keep it moist and flexible. Otherwise. the 
Cadaver will dry up like beef jerky, making dissection 





After it's been dissected, the remains are 
posed of off - campus. “They are boxed and sent! 
crematorium here in Sacramento and incinerate:

Janet (not her real name) waited at the bus stop 
with an over - dressed stranger. |t was only 7 p.m. but 
was already dark and coid. Suddenly, she feit a tug at 
her purse, turned and saw the stranger on the other 
end With one hand, heclung to the purse and swung 
at her with the other She fell back clinging to the 
purse The stranger again made a try for the purse as 
she rolled on the ground Janet reached into her 
coat pocket for the small canister of Mace She 
flipped the lock off and Sprayed a fine stream of the 
chemical at her attacker 

The stranger flinched just a bit when the stream 
first hit his face. For amoment he continued to move 
forward; his skin, began to sting like a bad burn. The 
burning became unbearable and his vision blurred 
as his eyes welled. He had to run away, anywhere 

Janet watched as he fell against the light pole, her 
eyes watered slightly fromm the Mace in the air. Her 
attacker fled down the side avenue just as amotorist 
stopped to ask why Janet was on the ground 

Mace is a trade name that has become a catch - ali 
for tear - producing agents. Since the invention of 
Mace. others such as Curb 20 and Chemicai Shield 
have entered the market. Even though 34 states have 
no laws governing tear gas, and it can be purchased 
through some major magazines, to possess tear gas 
in California is a felony unless you have a permit 

Part of the requirements to obtain a permit is the 
successful completion of an approved course in tear 
gas weapons. 

“These days everyone needs something,” said 
one young woman attending the Citizen's Mace 
class at Sacramento City College 

“Violence is with us @very day. says Jay Melton. 
course instructor and 16 - year - member of the Sac- 
ramento Sheriff's Department. “And some thought 
should be put into preparing for it.”

Resistance to tear gas is rare, Melton explained 
Usually the few that can resist are in a ige 
hysterical, drunk, drugged or mentally ili Nor are 
animals affected because they lack the tear ducts 
and skin pores 

Mace will: cause difficulty breathing, sting the 
skin, Cause loss of vision, dizziness and disorien- 
tation. it is recommended — but not necessary 
that it be sprayed in the face of the attaoker to be 
most effective. It will sting the skin and the fumes will 
be sufficient to cause the other reactions 


It is indiscriminate, which means it fills the area 
and will get everyone This is one of the disad- 
vantages. Used in an enclosed area. the defender 
must leave the-area or he may be overcome by the 
agent 

“Just by having it around, carrying it. using it, you 
probably at some time will accidentally discharge 
the Mace,” Metton said. And there is no antidote 
First aid consists of flushing the area with cool clear 
water. Soap creates a fiim that hoids the agent to the 
skin.

My reaction to a cadaver was rather neutral Of 
course, | didn't see the bodies — it is the 
department's policy that people who are not en- 
rolled in a human anatomy class are not aliowed to 
view the cadavers. “People who are not trained to 
view bodies such as that it might scare them or 
affect them in one way or another,” explains Vines. 


According to Banks, another reason for the 
department's off-limits policy is based on an in- 
cident which occurred about 10 years ago “I don't 
remember if they were from a newspaper or what but 
they had cameras and were trying to take pictures in 
the cadaver room, and that is something | won't 
allow that’s not education 

This group was also anti-dissectionist They 
wanted no animals used in dissection, even frogs or 
mice. They didn’t want this to be done and it came 
very Close to happening. So this is one of the reasons 
we don't allow people to see the cadavers. You 
would walk in there and be shocked by it. You'd be 
shocked because you'd think the cadavers were be- 
ing mutilated but they're not. In my classes, no one 
mutilates the cadavers we have there.” Banks em 
phasizes, “They are a good teaching device for us.’ 

And that’s exactly how | felt as | watched a 
videotape of a cadaver being used in a lecture to 
ilustrate the human muscular system. it's a great 
teaching device. i certainly paid more attention to 
the lecture than if | was just being shown the mus- 
cles on a plastic model of the body or on a wail chart 

In @ way, it was quite fascinating The cadaver 
was stripped of its skin, exposing all the muscles. It 
had no face because that also had been stripped of 
Skin, SO| didn't see this body as being a human being 
»f @ person. It was reddish brown, glistening as the 
lights reflected off of it, as the instructor moved it 
around to point out the various muscles, connective 
tissues, tendons and major nerves 

Banks watched some of the videotape and at one 
point, said with a grin, “That's the flank steak you're 
looking at 


” There is nothing like the real thing 


drying out The muscles are like leather strips used 
for tying African drums, like cowhide or dry leather 
It's really stiff 

The oidest cadaver, he says, is missing most of 
his skin. “It looks like a turkey drumstick with the 
skin peeled back 

Cadavers are expensive. sometimes as much as 
$300 Because of the cost, he theorizes, new 
cadavers are not bought as frequently as they 


should t 
After a year of students prodding under the skin 


between muscles, etc., the cadavers are pretty well 
dessicated, he says. To offset the high cost of buying 
bodies and still provide adequate training for as- 
piring doctors and biologists, lesser forms of life are 
used Still, cost is a factor dogs usually have a price 
tag of $30 and rats $6 for classroom study

purposes only This means that once an attacker is 
successfully repelled. you cannot pursue the attack 
and become the aggressor, or you may be guilty of

Assault is a threat to do bodily harm with the 
ability to carry Out that threat,” said Melton. For ex- 
ample, a 100 - pound female, alone and unarmed. 
would not be able to carry out a threat against a 175 - 
pound male and her threats would not be considered 
assault: However, reverse roles and the male may be 
guilty of assault - 

Reasonable cause is what you can convince 12 
other people (a jury) that they would have done the 
same thing in the same situation,” Melton said. If you 
have “reasonable cause" for believing that you are in 
danger of atieck. you can use tear - producing 
agents (provided you have the proper permit) 
against the aggressor 


The permit is issued by the distributor of the 
agent and the requirements are similar to pur- 
chasing a handgun: over 18. never convicted of a 
felony, never convicted of an assault and never have 
been addicted to drugs. Unlike a concealed weapon 
permit, if you are denied a Mace permit, the reason 
for the denial must be in writing 


In addition to the above conditions, you must 
complete an approved Mace course and earn a “cer- 
tificate of training.” The course consists of three 
hours of lecture, a written exam and a “check test.” 
The test is an exposure to a smail amount of the 
agent. This step is required for certification so that 
you have some idea what it is that you are using and 
how you will react if you are accidentally exposed,
